June 13, 1903 has no significance 
whatsoever concerning the origin

FINALLY, THE OUTLINE STUDIES on Like 
a Mighty Army are ready for distribution. We are natu- 
rally happy here about the widespread recognition being 
given the Church of God history. These outline studies 
should greatly increase the usefulness of the book itself. 
Perdue Stanley has prepared the outlines meticulously 
and thoroughly. He deserves our appreciation for the 
superb achievement of breaking the massive history in- 
to a clear, coherent, and analytical series of studies. 

I have just finished reading Brother Stanley’s outlines 
and feel fortunate that my work has been so kindly 
treated and so ably digested. I am sure that any reader 
of the book will be benefited by using his notes. He has 
not only followed the obvious progression of the book, but 
uncovers subtle paths not noted by the hurried reader. 

The outline studies were prepared as lecture notes to be 
used by pastors and others in teaching the history of the 
Church. This is the principal purpose of Brother Stanley’s 
analysis; he is noted for his ability to outline works for 
teaching. All pastors should have a set, for all local 
churches are urged during 1956 to have a study course of 
at least five lessons on Church of God history. The notes 
are prepared as five lessons. A set of the notes will be 
provided free to every pastor whose church buys or has 
bought as many as ten copies of Like a Mighty Army. 
At first we thought this would be the only way the 
lecture notes would be available, but the quality of the 
notes as a study help changed our minds. The set can be

FOR JOY

story that when God created the world, He asked 

the angels what they thought of the work of His 
hands. One of them replied that it was so vast and so 
perfect that only one thing was wanting; namely, that 
there should be created a clear, mighty and harmonious 
voice, which should fill all the quarters of the world 
incessantly with its sweet sound—day and night—to offer 
up thanksgiving to its Maker for His incomparable bless- 
ings. God could have done this, but He chosé, rather, to 
have those that love Him for what He is and for what 
he has done to sing forth His praises. Without any 
coercion, they voluntarily lift their voices in adoration 
to their Creator. 

Singing has always played an important part in the 
Christian life, and one of the first recorded hymns is 
that of Moses after God miraculously delivered the 
Israelites from their oppressors. For centuries the children 
of Israel had been under the Egyptians. Now that was in 
the past. God had won for them a great victory and 
they were free. Full of gratitude and joy for so great 
deliverance, they burst forth in a song of praise. Moses 
moved upon by the Spirit of God wrote this magnificent 
hymn and together with the Israelites sang aloud the 
praises of their Mighty Deliverer. 

Humanity expresses itself in the same general outward 
form and the language spoken years ago finds an echo 
in the hearts of men and women today. Brought out 
of the bondage of sin and despair, we have been set 
free. Instead of sorrow, we have joy. Condemnation has

been well said that “God has inspired great souls ‘®

catch songs on the wing and record them that oth 
may have wings upon which to soar out into the out- 
bursts of gladness.” 

Hannah’s song of praise is another example of a thank- 
ful heart finding expression in song for the great joy 
within. Three years had passed; Hannah remembered well 
how her adversary had provoked her until in bitterness 
of soul she had poured out her soul unto the Lord. God, 
seeing her sincerity and faith, had heard and given her 
a son. She had not forgotten her vow; with joy, she 
returned with Elkanah to Shiloh to offer sacrifice and to 
give her child back to the Lord. She had not experienced 
the consummation of her desire without experiencing 
deep grief and anxiety. But all the sorrow, tears and 
heart cries were over now. The child had been born and 
now the vow was paid, and the gift the Lord had given 
had been given back to Him. The tide of joy had been 
rising higher and higher until at last she sang aloud a 
mighty song of praise and thanksgiving. 

The Psalms have been sung for centuries in the Jewish 
worship. They are loved by Gentiles and Jew alike. 
Though there were many authors, David, the sweet 
Singer of Israel, stands out foremost. The early Christians 
placed great value on the Psalms, and St. Jerome, one of 
the early church fathers said, “The psalms were contin- 
ually to be heard in the fields and vineyards of Palestine. 
The ploughman, as he held his plough, chanted the Hal- 
lelujah; and the reaper, the vinedresser, and the shepherd 
sang something from the Songs of David. Where the 
meadows were colored with flowers and the singing birds 
made their complaints, the psalms sounded even more 
sweet.” 

Music was taught in the school of the prophets, and 
we are told that in the old Jewish Temple 4,000 Levites 
were employed in the service of praise. It was not only 
used throughout the Old Testament; we find many 
incidents of singing and admonition by writers to lift 
up our voices and sing in the New Testament. 


ST. MARK GIVES US the account of the 
Last Supper and how just before they went into Gethsem- 
ane the Lord and His disciples lifted up their voices 
together in the singing of a hymn. 

The Apostle Paul, in his letter to the Ephesians, exhorts 
thus: “And be not drunk with wine, wherein is excess; 
but be filled with the Spirit; Speaking to yourselves in 
psalms and hymns and spiritual songs, singing and mak- 
ing melody in your heart to the Lord.” As it is imperative 
for a man to believe in his heart so must he worship in 
his heart, and to sing merely with one’s lips is vain. The 
Apostle Paul infers that the inner man is so moved by 
the Spirit that there will be an outlet of praise and 
thanksgiving unto the Lord. James in his writings asks 
the question. “Is any among you afflicted? let him pray.” 
The natural tendency of man would be to fret and to 
complain, but the outward expression of a Christian’s 
heart should be Godward—let that man pray. In the 
same verse he continues his interrogation. “Is any merry? 
let him sing.” 

Singing inspires and lifts our spirits. Our work becomes 
joy when we sing. Singing is contagious. The story is 
told of a delivery boy who ran up the steps of a home 
whistling, “Brighten the Corner Where You Are.” and

America’s greatest sons have been 
men of faith and prayer. 


faith. He believed in God. He believed in Christ. 

He believed in the Bible. He believed in men. His 
faith made him great. His life is a beautiful commentary 
on the words, “This is the victory that overcometh the 
world, even our faith.” There was a time in Lincoln’s 
experience when his faith faltered, as there was a time 
when his reason tottered; but these sad experiences were 
temporary, and Abraham Lincoln was neither an infidel 
nor a lunatic. It is easy to trace in the life of this 
colossal character a steady growth of faith. This grace 
in him increased steadily in breadth and in strength 
with the passing years, until it came to pass that his 
last public utterances show forth the confidence and the 
fire of an ancient Hebrew prophet. 


About a year before his assassination, Lincoln, in a 
letter to Joshua Speed, said: “I am profitably engaged in 
reading the Bible. Take all of this book upon reason that 
you can and the balance on faith, and you will live and 
die a better man.” He saw and declared that the teaching 
of the Bible had a tendency to improve character. He had 
a right view of this sacred literature. Its purpose is 
character building. 

Leonard Swett, who knew Abraham Lincoln well, said, 
at the unveiling of the Chicago monument, that Lincoln 
“believed in God as the Supreme Ruler of the universe, 
the Guide of men, and the Controller of the great events 
and destinies of mankind. He believed himself to be an 
instrument and leader in this country of the force of 
freedom.” 

From this it appears that his belief was not merely 
theoretical, but that it was practical. He regarded himself 
as an instrument as Moses was an instrument in the 
hands of Almighty God, to lead men into freedom. 

It was after his election in the autumn of 1860, and 
but a short time before his inauguratior as President of 
the United States, that in a letter t» Judge Joseph 
Gillespie, he said: “I have read on my knees the story 
of Gethsemane, where the Son of God prayed in vain 
that the cup of bitterness might pass from Him. I am in 
the Garden of Gethsemane now, and my cup of bitterness 
is full and overflowing.” 

Although Lincoln was not a church member, he was a 
man of prayer. He believed that God can hear, does 
hear, and answers prayer. 


a BRAHAM LINCOLN WAS a man of profound 
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BUT IT WOULD BE wearisome to you to 
recite all the evidences bearing on the religious character 
of Abraham Lincoln. John G. Nicolay well says: “Benev- 
olence and forgiveness were the very basis of his char- 
acter; his world-wide humanity is aptly embodied in a 
phrase of his second inaugural: ‘With malice toward 
none, with charity for all.’ His nature was deeply religious, 
but he belonged to no denomination; he had faith in 
the eternal justice and boundless mercy of Providence, 
and made the Golden Rule of Christ his practical creed.” 


When Lincoln was urged to issue his Proclamation of 
Emancipation, he waited on God for guidance. He said to 
some who urged this matter, who were anxious to have 
the President act without delay, “I hope it will not be 
irreverent for me to say that, if it is possible that God 
would reveal His will to others on a point so connected 
with my duty, it might be supposed He would reveal it 
directly to me, for, unless I am more deceived in myself 
than I often am, it is my earnest desire to know the 
will of Providence in this matter, and if I can learn 
what it is, I will do it.” 

I wish to call special attention to Lincoln’s temperance 
habits. He was a teetotaler so far as the use of intoxicat- 
ing liquors as a beverage was concerned. When the com- 
mittee of the Chicago convention waited upon Lincoln to 
inform him of his nomination, he treated them to ice 
water and said: 

“Gentlemen, we must pledge our mutual healths in the 
most healthy beverage which God has given to man. It 
is the only beverage I have ever used or allowed in my 
family, and I cannot conscientiously depart from it on 
the present occasion. It is pure Adam’s ale from the 
spring.” 

Mr. John Hay, one of his biographers, says: “Mr. 
Lincoln was a man of exceedingly temperate habits. He 
made no use of either whiskey or tobacco during all the 
years that I knew him.”

They made a handsome 
profit on Christmas cards, and in 
addition to that, have sold quite a 
few little crocheted novelty shoes. The 
ladies expect to keep on making money 
for use in the building of the kingdom 
of Christ. 

God’s presence has been with us in 
our services. We have been studying 
the Book of Acts on our Wednesday 
night Bible study sessions. Many great 
truths have been brought to our 
knowledge, and our souls have been 
blest through the study of God’s 
Word.
